VITAL  STATISTICS, 

There  have  been  no  significant  changes  in  the  Vital  Statistics  during 
the  year.  The  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  present  year  is  slightly  higher  at 
12  2 than  it  was  in  the  previous  year  when  the  figure  was  119 

The  adjusted  death  rate  has  risen  from  10  6 in  1970  to  11,6, 

CAUSES  OF  DEA  TH 

While  heart  disease  continues  to  be  a major  cause  of  death,  it  is 
noteworthy  that  deaths  from  lung  cancer  and  from  bronchitis  have  both 
increased  and  every  cigarette  smoker  should  appreciate  the  risk  he  is 
taking  while  continuing  the  smoking  habit, 

SCABIES 

This  was  made  a notifiable  disease  in  this  district  In  May  1970  and 
since  that  date  92  cases  have  been  notified  which  is  a surprisingly  large 
number,  having  regard  to  the  comparatively  high  standard  of  living  in  this 
locality.  There  is  no  specific  reason  to  account  for  this  high  incidence 
except  that  it  follows  the  increased  national  trend 

All  cases  are  followed  up  by  the  health  visitor  in  conjunction  with  the 
family  practitioner,  to  ensure  that  the  infestation  has  been  completely 
eradicated  from  the  person  affected  and  from  the  household, 

TUBERCULOSIS . 

It  is  pleasing  to  be  able  to  record  that  the  number  of  notifications  of 
tuberculosis  continues  to  fall  and  is  no  longer  a serious  community  health 
problem.

WATER  SUPPLY 


There  has  been  no  major  change  in  the  water  supply  position  in  the 
district.  Mains  water,  supplied  by  the  Hull  Corporation  is  piped  to  all  but  a 
small  minority  of  the  dwellings  in  the  area.  Between  50  and  100  houses 
have  mains  stand  pipes  whilst  1 7 households  have  their  own  bores  or  wells. 

The  mains  supply  has  been  adequate  and  wholesome  and  samples  sent 
into  the  public  health  laboratory  proved  satisfactory, 

26  Samples  from  the  private  supplies  were  examined.  Only  one 
supply  gave  an  unsatisfactory  resuit  and  this  was  at  a source  which  had 
always  been  good  in  the  past.  Subsequent  sampling  at  different  stages  of 
this  supply  ali  proved  satisfactory  as  did  a further  sample  from  the  tap.

A sample  of  marzipan  cake  decoration  was  said  to  contain  a prohibited 
colour  ) 1966  Blue  VRS),  On  a return  visit  being  made  to  the  shop  it  was 
found  that  no  other  specimens  were  available.  Subsequent  correspondence 
with  the  manufactures  showed  that  this  line  had  already  been  discontinued, 

A used  milk  bottle  was  submitted  to  the  Analyst  as  a result  of  a 
consumer  complaint  relating  to  the  sediment  the  bottle  contained.  This 
proved  to  be  cement  and  a prosecution  followed.  The  dairy  concerned  were 
fined  but  it  is  more  than  likely  that  the  bottle  had  at  some  time  been  misused 
by  a customer. 

Two  other  articles  were  submitted  as  a result  of  complaints  made.  One 
related  to  a pack  of  butter  and  the  other  to  some  vinegar  which  wasalleged  to 
be  contaminated  by  paraffin  In  the  latter  case  insufficient  evidence  was 
available  to  prove  the  contamination  suggested.  The  butter  was  found  to 
contain  a flake  of  paint  and  the  manufacturer  was  warned. 

The  6 unsatisfactory  samples  of  fresh  meat  and  offal  were  taken  as  a 
result  of  routine  meat  inspection  at  a slaughterhouse.  Following  the  finding 
of  carcases  which  presented  an  abnormal  odour,  samples  of  muscle,  liver, 
kidney  and  fat  were  sent  to  the  Analyst.  The  resulting  reports  showed  the 
presence  of  lead  in  quantities  in  excess  of  the  permissible  limits.  Detailed 
enquiries  involving  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  the  Alkali 
Inspectorate,  representatives  of  local  industry  and  neighbouring  local 
authorities  were  put  in  hand  to  determine  the  source  and  extent  of  the 
pollution.  These  investigations  are  still  continuing.

To  augment  the  supervision  of  methods  of  manufacture,  preparation 
and  handling  of  foods  the  practice  of  submitting  samples  to  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  for  examination  was  continued,

The  14  unsatisfactory  results  out  of  36  samples  of  ice  cream  submitted 
were  disappointing.  7 of  these  were  placed  in  grade  III  and  7 in  the  lowest 
grade  IV,  Whilst  this  does  not  indicate  any  danger  to  health,  it  does  show 
that  the  product  was  not  reaching  the  consumer  in  as  good  a condition  as  it 
should  - a situation  which  must  be  changed 

All  but  two  of  the  samples  were  taken  from  mobile  traders  dealing  in 
ice  cream  not  manufactured  by  the  big  national  concerns  - three  selling 
'"soft"  from  machines  on  the  vans  and  five  as  loose  ice  cream  from 
refrigerated  containers. 

Repeat  samples  were  taken  and  specimens  were  obtained  with  sterile 
equipment  in  an  endeavour  to  isolate  the  cause  of  the  unsatisfactory  gradings. 
The  co  operation  of  the  Authority  in  whose  area  some  of  the  ice  cream  was 
made  was  sought  and  obtained.  It  is  thought  that  one  of  the  main  factors 
in  this  problem  is  the  lack  of  experience  in  satisfactory  methods  of  food 
handling  of  the  salesmen,  some  of  whom  come  into  the  business  for  a few 
weeks  only  during  the  season. 

Salmonella  in  Chicken  Giblets. 

The  investigation  commenced  in  1969  into  the  incidence  of  salmonellae 
organisms  in  the  giblets  and  flesh  of  frozen  poultry  was  enlarged  in  1970 
and  continued  for  part  of  1971. 

60  sets  of  giblets  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  and 
11  of  these  were  found  to  contain  salmonellae.  In  fact,  19  positive  results 
were  noted.

These  latest  findings  emphasize,  if  emphasis  is  still  needed,  that  the 
utmost  care  must  be  taken  in  the  handling  of  these  chickens  to  prevent  cross 
contamination  and  in  their  complete  thawing  and  thorough  cooking  to 
prevent  the  growth,  to  dangerous  proportions,  of  these  dangerous  organisms, 

If  the  giblets  are  used  these  latter  comments  are  especially  important. 

(iii)  Unsound  Food. 

Six  reports  were  made  to  the  Health  Committee  during  the  year  following 
complaints  made  by  consumers  relating  to  the  unsatisfactory  state  of  the 
article  purchased.  Each  incident  was  fully  investigated  and  the  Committee 
gave  careful  consideration  to  both  the  official  evidence  available  and  the 
comments  of  the  firms  involved.  The  details  of  the  incidents  and  the 
resultant  action  are  given  in  the  following  table:

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(c)  MILK  PRODUCTION  AND  DISTRIBUTION 


The  total  of  16  milk  producing  farms  given  in  the  report  last  year  had 
once  more  been  reduced  At  the  end  of  the  period  under  review  there  were 
only  14  such  premises. 

The  supply  of  the  only  producer  retailer  in  the  district  was  sampled 
three  times,  The  reports  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  showed  that  in 
each  case  the  Ring  Test  and  the  subsequent  cultures  were  negative  for 
Brucella  Abortus, 

18  bottles  of  untreated,  pasteurised,  sterilized  and  U H T milk  were 
submitted  to  the  pathologist.  In  every  case  they  satisfied  the  statutory  test 
for  the  particular  designation. 


(d)  SLAUGHTERHOUSES, 

The  four  licences  for  the  private  slaughterhouses  were  again  renewed 
The  throughput  once  more  increased  over  the  year,  this  time  by  nearly  9%, 
The  major  part  of  this  increase  was  made  up  of  pork  pigs  and  those  killed  for 
manufacturing  purposes. 

Once  again  it  was  possible  to  provide  100%  inspection  of  the  animals 
killed  The  full  co  operation  of  the  occupiers  was  available  at  all  times. 
The  premises  were  well  maintained  and  the  methods  used  were  satisfactory. 

At  one  of  the  smaller  slaughterhouses,  alterations  were  carried  out 
with  the  purposes  of  providing  additional  refrigerated  space.

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(vii)  Rodent  Control, 

Mr„  Sleight  continued  his  work  as  the  Council's  rodent  operative  and 
although  there  was  a need  to  spend  a good  deal  of  time  on  the  Council's 
own  premises,  particularly  the  controlled  refuse  tip,  he  was  still  able  to 
maintain  his  work  at  private  and  business  premises.  This  would  be  done  only 
because  of  the  conscientious  attitude  he  has  to  his  work  and  he  is  to  be 
congratulated  in  this  respect. 

Regular  treatments,  with  warfarin,  were  carried  out  at  the  refuse  tip, 
although  it  did  become  necessary  to  do  some  control  work  using  acute 
poison  and  the  increased  number  of  bodies  shown  in  the  table  under  the 
heading  Council  premises  proves  both  the  need  for  and  the  success  of  this 
work.

The  record  number  of  calls  for  help  in  destroying  wasps'  nests  received 
last  year,  namely  300  was,  fortunately,  not  repeated  and  the  total  number  in 
the  year  at  183  was  a more  average  figure, 

In  addition  advice  was  sought  by  52  people  to  deal  with  other  types  of 
insects  and  in  some  cases  animals,  The  usual  insects  such  as  ants,  woodworm 
and  beetles  were  included  and  this  year  there  was  an  increase  in  the  complaints 
about  rabbits  This  would  seem  to  tie  in  with  the  reported  national  increase

Six  complaints  of  unwanted  noise  were  received  which  were  investigated 
Three  of  these  related  to  "neighbour"  trouble  involving  a record  player, 
barking  dogs  and  a crowing  cock.

The  Council  now  operate  the  following  refuse  collection  and  disposal 
services: 

(a)  Collection  of  domestic  refuse, 

(b)  Collection  of  Trade  refuse  on  charge  basis, 

(c)  Collection  of  excess  refuse  and  bulky  articles  on  an  estimated 

charge  basis. 

(d)  Disposal  of  all  refuse  by  partial  controlled  tipping  at  Tranby 

Lane, 

(e)  Trade  refuse  is  accepted  at  the  tip  when  delivered  by 

traders  own  vehicles  This  is  operated  on  a fee 
and  permit  basis, 

(f)  The  opening  of  the  tip  to  residents  during  the  following 

periods:-

Despite  this  service  there  appears  to  be  a demand  from  certain  sections 
of  the  public  for  a Sunday  service  to  be  operated  at  the  tip. 

This  scheme  is  operated  in  accordance  with  the  Civic  Amenities  Act, 
but  despite  this,  large  quantities  of  refuse  are  still  deposited  on  the  highway 
verges  and  ditches. 
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SECTION  I 


DRAINAGE 

It  was  reported  last  year  that  the  final  section  of  sewer  in  Carr  Lane, 
Willerby  joining  Redland  Drive  sewer  at  Beverley  Road  would  be  carried  out 
this  year.  This  was  completed  successfully  in  January,  The  result  of  this 
work  will  be  the  elimination  of  severe  surcharging  in  Beverley  Road  and  Carr 
Lane, 


A relief  sewer  was  also  laid  in  Southwood  Road,  Cottingham  which  will 
prevent  future  flooding  at  Winston  Drive,  This  work  was  carried  out  in 
conjunction  with  the  straightening  and  widening  of  Southwood  Road 

Drainage  works  for  1972  include  the  laying  of  a sewer  in  Wolfreton 
Drive,  Anlaby,  connecting  the  old  Wilson  Street  sewer  to  the  42"  diameter 
sewer  in  Springfield  Way,  to  prevent  flooding  which  occurs  in  Wilson  Street 
during  storms  of  high  intensity. 

In  Hessle  is  is  anticipated  that  a new  sewer  will  be  laid  in  Hull  Road, 
between  Northolme  Road  and  Buttfield  Road,  to  provide  for  the  commence 
ment  of  Hessle  Centre  Re  development, 

The  piping  of  open  ditches  adjoining  highways  has  continued  during 
1971,  including  a length  on  the  south  side  of  Hull  Road,  Anlaby,  from  First 
Lane  to  the  shopping  centre,  and  a short  section  of  the  Western  Drain 
adjoining  Northolme  Road  at  Hull  Road,  Hessle,  Ditches  in  Southwood 
Road,  Cottingham  have  also  been  piped  as  part  of  the  highway  improvement.

(i)  COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES 

There  are  no  registered  common  lodging  houses  in  this  district 
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
